THE  FASCINATING  SIGLOS 
OF 

DARIUS  HYSTASPIS

Like  millions  of  other  people  with  a 
deep  interest  in  old  and  historic  things, 

I have  always  wanted  to  be  a museum 
curator,  an  ambition  frustrated  during 
half  a lifetime  of  toiling  in  other  pro- 
fessions, until  a chance  glance  into  the 
window  of  a coin  dealer’s  store  solved 
the  problem. 

I purchased  that  day  my  first  Ancient 
coins  and  became  atoncethe  proprietor 
and  Curator  of  Everyman's  Vest-Poclet 
Museum  of  Antiquities!  In  a matter  of 
seconds  I can  step  from  the  routine 
tasks  of  my  everyday  profession  into  a 
world  of  Art  and  Drama,  Archaeology 
and  Research!  Here,  let  me  show  you-- 
from  my  coat  pocket  I whisk  a small 
paper  packet  and  slide  into  the  palm  of 
your  hand  a coin  which  was  old  when 
Christ  was  a boy  in  Nazareth,  which 
had  passed  through  thousands  of  hands 
before  David  fought  Goliath,  and  which 
may  have  been  in  the  belt-pouch  of  the 
great  Hebrew  leader  Nehemiah  when  he 
and  his  men  rebuilt  Jerusalem  after 
the  Babylonian  Captivity. 

Minted  between  521  B.C.  and  486  B.C. 
this  is  the  fascinating  silver  Siglos  of 
King  Darius  of  Persia,  successor  of 
Cyrus  the  Great.  Holding  that  coin, 
you  hold  more  than  2,  400  years  of 
history  in  the  hollow  of  your  hand! 

At  the  present  moment  American 
collectors  have  the  unique  opportunity 
to  purchase  the  Siglos  of  Darius  at 
what  is,  considering  its  great  anti- 
quity, a very  low  price,  owing  to  the 
discovery  of  a small  hoard  which  has 
recently  come  onto  the  market.  No 
collection  of  "Ancients"  is  complete 
without  one. 

A small  thick  blob  of  pure  silver, 
it  has  a deep  incuse  punch  on  the  re- 
verse, and  on  the  flattened  obverse  a 
well-defined  image  of  King  Darius, 
crowned,  kneeling  on  his  right  knee, 
brandishing  a bow  in  his  left  hand  and 
carrying  a short  spear  in  his  right. 

According  to  Herodotus,  each  young 
Persian  was  taught  by  his  preceptors 
three  main  things  *--  "To  ride,  to  draw 
the  bow,  to  speak  the  truth." 

In  this  silver  coin  (and  its  running 
mate,  the  beautiful  goldeh  "daric,  " 
indubitably  so  named  because  first 
minted  and  Issued,  like  the  Siglos,  by 
King  Darius)  the  Persian  monarch  chose 
to  represent  and  emphasise  to  his 
people  the  power  and  importance  of  the 
second  or  central  precept.  The  bow- 
man was  the  fighter  par  excellence  in

KNOWLEDGE 
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Ancient  Persia. 

Darius  the  king  has  left  us  many 
carved  rock  inscriptions  --  notably  the 
enormous  "Rock  of  Behistum"  --  and 
in  many  of  them,  including  Behistum, 
he  protests  frequently  against  "lies" 
which  he  seems  to  conceive  as  the 
embodiment  of  all  evil. 

Aeschylus  termed  the  Persians  "the 
valiant-  minded  people"  and  all  ancient 
writers  eulogize  the  elan,  dash,  bold- 
ness in  battle  of  Persian  troops,  which 
was  witnessed  so  markedly  at 
Thermogylae  and  Plataea. 

Xenophon  and  Herodotus  tell  us  that 
while  the  sword  of  the  Persian  soldier 
was  little  more  than  a dagger,  and  his 
spear  of  seven  feet  a midget  weapon 
compared  to  the  twenty- one  feet  long 
spears  of  the  Greeks,  the  Persian  bow 
was  immensely  powerful.  From  the 
coin  Impression  it  appears  to  be  about 
four  feet  long.  Seen  in  Persian  sculp- 
tures it  is  often  considerably  bent  in 
the  middle  and  was  carried  slung  on 
the  left  shoulder  or  in  a bow -case  hung 
at  the  left  side.  The  arrows,  metal- 
tipped  and  feathered,  were  about  thirty 
inches  long,  carried  in  quivers  hung 
at  the  back  near  the  left  shoulder. 

Not  shown  on  the  coin,  for  lack  of 
room,  is  the  wicker  shield,  similar 
to  the  big  wattled  shield  of  the  Assyr- 
ians, which  the  Persian  archer  planted 
upright  on  the  ground,  supported  by  a 
crutch;  from  behind  it  he  shot  his 
arrows  with  amazing  accuracy  and 
deadly  effect. 

In  the  battle  actions  fought  by  the 
famous  'light  horse  cavalry"  of  Persia, 
such  as  the  clouds  of  swift  horsemen 
who,  under  Tissaphernes,  continually 
charged  and  harrassed  the  well-known 
"Ten  Thousand"  in  their  March  to  the 
Sea,  it  was  the  flights  of  arrows  which 
the  Persians  shot  from  horseback  that 
wrought  such  havoc  in  the  ranks  of  the 
enemy.  "The  Persian  mounted  archers 
turned  in  the  saddle  and  shot  arrows 
backwards,  " again  with  terrible  effect. 

The  fighting  Parthlans,  who  in  the 
days  of  the  Roman  Empire  were  the 
only  nation  equal  in  battle  to  the  grim 
legions  from  the  Tiber,  used  exactly 
the  same  battle  skills  and  tactics, 
having  learned  from  their  Persian  pre- 
decessors . 

Darius,  and  Cyrus  before  him,  are 
both  eulogized  in  the  Holy  Bible  as 
kings  who  were  tolerant  and  sympa- 
thetic to  the  Twelve  Tribes  of  Israel 
whom  they  found  living  as  a subjugated

minority  at  Babylon.  After  half  a cen- 
tury, the  Israelites  had  long  ceased  to 
be  "captives"  and  had  become  bankers 
and  traders.  Cyrus  permitted  those 
who  would  to  return  and  rebuild 
Jerusalem,  but  of  the  twelve  tribes 
only  Judah  and  a quarter  of  the  tribe 
of  Benjamin  went  back.  Darius,  elected 
by  powerful  clans  to  the  throne  after 
the  upsetting  reign  of  the  famous 
Cambyses,  restored  pure  Zoroas- 
trianism, a worship  teaching  spiritual 
Monotheism  very  much  in  tune  with 
the  Hebrew  worship  of  Jehovah;  like 
Cyrus,  Darius  made  large  grants  of 
money,  cattle,  corn,  etc.  from  the 
royal  stores,  to  help  the  returned 
Jews  now  restoring  the  Temple  in 
Jerusalem. 

Darius  was  the  first  Persian  King  to 
issue  coinage  on  a large  scale.  The 
weight  of  the  Siglos  is  from  224  to  230 
grains,  and  the  Daric  124  grains  of 
pure  gold.  So  far  as  we  know,  these 
were  the  only  types  of  coin  ever  issued 
by  the  Persian  mint.  The  Siglos  coin 
was  also  known  as  a "silver  Daric,  " 
and  the  name  "Daric"  is  a strong  argu- 
ment in  favor  of  the  claim  that  Darius 
actually  was  the  first  Persian  king  to 
mint  money. 

Monarchy  was  no  bed  of  roses  for 
King  Darius.  Eleven  rebellions  broke 
out  in  his  provinces  in  six  years,  all 
being  quelled,  Darius  fighting  with  his 
men  in  the  field  in  many  of  these  wars . 
He  was  a military  strategist  who  has 
been  underrated  by  historians,  a 
shrewd  and  daring  battle  commander, 
warm-hearted  and  well- loved  by  his 
soldiers,  often  merciful  to  conquered 
foes.  He  established  a non-stop 
day-and-night  "pony  express”  courier 
service  throughout  his  Empire,  was  a 
patron  of  arts  and  literature,  and  as 
master-statesman,  builder,  organizer, 
administrator,  lifted  Persia  to  the 
heights  as  a great  power  of  the  Ancient 
World. 

In  the  Book  of  Nehemlah  (Holy  Bible), 
chapter  7,  it  is  revealed  that  vast  sums 
of  gold  and  silver  were  taken  from 
Babylon  to  Jerusalem  for  the  cost  of 
rebuilding  the  Holy  City  and  Temple. 
Possibly  this  very  silver  Siglos  in  your 
hand  was  conveyed  by  Nehemiah's  cara- 
van to  Jerusalem  during  the  Biblical 
period  of  the  Great  Return!  If  so,  it 
formed  part  of  the  first  coinage  ever 
known  and  used  in  Palestine,  the  Holy 
Land!

RUSSIA’S  PETER  THE  GREAT 
AND  HIS  MONEY 


The  coins  of  Russia  have  always 
presented  a somewhat  unusual  picture 
inasmuch  as  they  are  not  quite  like 
other  European  coins . 

The  earliest  coins  were  of  a crude 
type  and  it  was  only  due  to  Peter  The 
Great's  enlightened  policies  that 
European  machinery  was  installed  and 
the  striking  of  round  coins  initiated  on 
a large  basis.  However,  even  the  first 
Roubles  and  divisions  thus  struck  are 
typically  Russian  inasmuch  as  they 
have  the  dates  still  in  the  old  Russian 
figures  rather  than  in  the  customary 
Arabian  figures. 

The  later  issues  of  Peter  are  equal 
in  quality  to  French  and  British  crowns 
and  were  issued  from  both  his  old 
capital  at  Moscow  and  Peter's  newly- 
built  St.  Petersburg  metropolis  on  the 
Baltic,  using  the  mint  marks  M and 
SPB  respectively.  Under  his  succes- 
sors, and  up  to  comparatively  recent 
times,  several  other  mints  were  in  op- 
eration throughout  the  vast  empire  -- 
such  as  the  great  Siberian  center  of 
Jekaterinoslav  or  Ekaterinenburg. 


During  the  rule  of  the  last  czar, 
Nicholas  II,  Moscow  and  St.  Peters- 
burg alone  were  left  as  mints  and  the 
Soviets  abolished  St.  Petersburg  as  a 
mint  city  soon  after  they  established 
their  capital  at  Moscow,  where  it  had 
been  in  the  first  place  before  Peter 
decided  to  found  St.  Petersburg.
